Conform to the faid Refolution. 

Refolv’d, That the deceitful Making, Dreffing, 
and Dying Cloaths, and Stuffs, of the Old and New 
Drapery within this Kingdom has chiefly occafion'd 
the Inhabirants thereof to wear and confume 
Manufactures wrought up in other Places. 

Refolv'd, That all Broad-Cloaths of or under the 
Price of 10s. per Yard to be made within this 
Kingdom, ought to be a Yard and half in breadth ac 
leaft within the Lift, after the fame are fully Mill’d 
and finifh’'d, and not toexceed 25 Yards in length 
inevery Piece. 

Refolv’d, That all Broad-Cloaths above ros. per 
Yard ought to contain a Yard and half, and half a 

narter in beeadth within the Lift, after the fame is 
fully Mill’d and finifh’d, and to be of the length a- 
forefaid. = 

Refolv’d, That all Half €loaths, Druggets, Single 
Serges, Cloath-Serges, Flannens, Cloath and Wor- 
fted Druggets, Rateenes, Kerfies, and Frizes, ought 
to contain three quarters of a Yard. in breadth at 
leaft within the Lift, after they are fully Mill’d and 
finifh’'d, and that no Piece of Serge do contain in 
length more than 40 Yards, and that they be made 
up Flat and not Rolled. | 

Refolv’d, That all narrow Bays, when finith’d, 
ought.to contain a Yard in breadth at leaft, whole 
Bays rwo Yards in breadth, and every Piece of 
the faid broad and narrow Bays ought to contain 40 
Yards in length at leaft. 

Refolv’d, That all Druggets mix'd with Silk, 

Cotten or Linnen or Yarn, Paragons, Farendines, 
Coffyes and Camblets, ought to contain in breadth 
' — the Lift, half a Yard and half a quarter at 
eaft. 
Refolv'd, That all Shaggs, Worfted-Stuffs, and 
Stuffs mix’d with Silk, Hair, Cotton, Bofs or Lin- 
nen Yarn, ought to contain half a Yard in breadth 
at leaft when finifhed. 

Refolved, That the Warp of all Worfted-Stuffs, 
of the breadth aforefaid made of Worfted only, 
ought so confift of 16 Beeres at leaft, 40 Threads in 
each Beer, and that all Worfted-Camblets, be no 
lefs then 28 Beeres and 40 Threads in each Beere 
when finifhed, Worfted Damasks, at 19 Beeres, 40 
Threads in each Beere, Worfted Capes, mix’d with 
a 17 Beeres, and 40 Threads in each Beeres, at 

eaft. 
Refolv’d, That the Tentring or Stretching of any of 
the aforefaid Draperies, in breadth or length further 
than to lay the fame ftreight and even, is a great 
Frand, for which the Offenders ought to be profe- 
cured and punifhed as Common Cheats. 

Refolv’d, That for the prevention of fuch Frands, 
the Dreffers of {uch Goods ought to affix with a 
a bor Brand. the length and breadth of fuch Goods 
when wet. 


Dublin, Okober 30. His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant came this day to the Houle of Peers; 
and being in his Robes feated on the Throne, with 
the .ufual Solemnity, the Gentleman-Uther of the 
Black Rod was fent with a Meffage from his Excel- 
lency to the Houfe of Commons, requiring their 
Acendance in the Houfe of Peers.

An Act to impower Juftices of the Peace, to de- 
termine Difputes about Servants Wages,and 10 oblige 
Mafters to pay the fame ; and to punith idle and aif- 
orderly Servants. 

An A& to-prevent the Diforders that may happen 
by the Marching of Soldiers, and for providing Car- 
riages for the Baggage of Soldiers ia their March,

I T is with very great Satisfaction that I now pur 
an End to this Seffion of Parliament, wherein 
you have conducted all Affairs with due regard to 
the Crown, and in itthe Good of your Couutry ;

many good Laws the Queen has now given you. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

Before we part, I cannot but ob{erve among all 
the Qualifications with which her Majefty is En- 
dowed ; her Subjects have been moft eminently 
Bleft by her Majefty’s Vigilance, Moderation, and 
Juftice ; and by Practicing them in your feveral Sta- 
tions, the Firft will prevent all Forreign Attempts, 
theSecond by healing your Divifions, will ftrengthen 
the Proteftanr Intereft, and fecure your Peace at 
Home ; and by the good Adminiftration of futtice, 
you will fupprefs Profanefs and Immoraljty, and al- 
together make a Flourifhing and Happy People, to 
which end I earneftly recommend them.
